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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This communication is responsive to the amendment dated 1 1/17/2003 and the response 
filed 12/16/2003. 

2. A provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-13. Group II, claims 14-15 are withdrawn from further consideration, as being drawn to 
a non-elected invention. A complete reply to a future final office action must include 
cancellation of non-elected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144). See MPEP 

§ 821.01. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States 
before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who has fulfilled 
the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention thereof by the 
applicant for patent. 



3. Claims 1-6, 8-9 and 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Azima et al. (U. S. Pat. - 6,522,760). 

Regarding claims 1 and 12, Azima et al. disclose a hidden speaker system, comprising: a 
transparent vibrating member (10-1 1) for generating sound and at least one acoustic transducer 
(12) for driving the vibrating member, wherein the vibrating member is functioning as a display

screen (col. 9, lines 37-58) as claimed. 
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Regarding claims 2-6, Azima et al. further disclose the hidden speaker system, wherein 
the member can be utilized as/in a TV, LCD, computer as claimed. 

Regarding claims 8-9, 1 1 and 13, Azima et al. further disclose the hidden speaker system, 
wherein a second transducer is provided (Fig. 4) as claimed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Azima et 
al, (U. S. Pat. - 6,522,760). 

Regarding claims 7 and 10, Azima et al. do not clearly teach the details of the vibrating 
member as claimed. Since providing an elastic material for the vibrating member of a speaker is 
very well known in the art, it therefore would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the 
time the invention was made to be motivated to provide a suitable elastic material, such as plastic 
for the vibrating member of the speaker with a desirable configuration, such as thickness, in 
order to obtain desirable acoustic effects.
